What have these 3-year-olds been up to recently? Miss 
Highbrow entered stakes ranks with a win in the Misty 
Isle Handicap at Washington Park. The Misty Isle is 
named after one of Elmendorf’s former top race mares 
and now a producer at the farm. 


At about the same time that Miss Highbrow was win- 
ning the Misty Isle, another Elmendorf 3-year-old was 
winning a stakes on the Pacific Coast . . War 
Poppy, son of Roman, won the Coronado Handicap at 
Del Mar. And then there have been other good win- 
ners like Last Round and Mother Morris. 


When you add this current performance to that that 


has already been accomplished, the total is a pretty 
good one. In 1948 we sold 25 yearlings, already 21 
of them have won—although many haven’t been rac- 
ing a full year. As far as money is concerned they‘ve 


won more as 2-year-olds than they cost. Even this year 


their earnings probably exceed their cost as yearlings. | 


Of the 21 winners, every third one has won a stakes, 


and practically every other winner is of stakes class. | 


They are horses like Oil Capitol, Wisconsin Boy, Roman 
Zephyr, Curtice, Mary Phyllis (in England), and the 
two recent stakes winners Miss Highbrow and War 
Poppy. In addition there are horses like French Admiral 
and Diamond Lane which have both placed in stakes. 


And then there is Inseparable, sold by us for $32,000 
in 1946, and recent winner of the $50,000 Washington 
Park Handicap. Prior to this win Inseparable had 
become Elmendorf’s 12th $100,000 winner, a figure 
exceeded by only two non-market breeders. Elmendorf 
has sold more $100,000 winners at Keeneland than any 
other consignor. 


These horses, like our 1951 yearling crop, come from 
a reservoir of bloodstock that has only recently been 
made available to yearling buyers. The 106 yearlings 
sold by Elmendorf at Keeneland from 1944 through 
1948 have won about twice their cost . . 73% have 
been winners . . 43° of the winners have had 
stakes class. Their breeding can be identified from 
the racing charts as “bred at Elmendorf” . . which 
means over a quarter of a century of testing and selec- 
ting by our own racing stables in America, England, 
and France. This is the source of the bloodlines, the 
reservoir from which outstanding horses have been 
sold at Keeneland since 1944.

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A TOURIST’S NOTES ON BRAZIL, by J. A. Estes 


3,000 New Foals Each Year; 
Imported Stock Is Favored 


The modern history of Thoroughbred 
breeding in Brazil begins. more or less. 
about 1906. when the late) Linneu de 
Paulo Machado established a stud farm 
which for more than forty years was to 
set the standards of excellence for the 
country. There had been breeding of 
race horses within the country for years 
before. but Paulo Machado’s lay- 
out. management. and stock. along with 
his own fine character and great) sports- 
manship. created a new example which 
has been followed by numerous others. 

Thus strong competitive situation 


exists today. with several important 
breeders holding large areas of pasture- 
land. excellent) stables. and stock with 
high credentials. In addition. there are. 
as elsewhere. many smaller 


whose total output constitutes a majority 


breeders 


of the race horses bred in Brazil. The 
stud book is now registering about 3.000 
foals a year. addition toe) numerous 
importations of good stock. principally 
from Argentina. Uruguay. England. and 
France.  Reeent years have produced 
several very high-class home-bred racers. 
and. presuming that racing continues. to 
prosper as it has for several years. it may 
be assumed that still more top horses will 
be turned out in the future. 

The principal difficulty for breeders 
is the general lack of calcium phos- 
phorous in the soil and the faet that it 
is almost) impossible to these im- 
portant minerals to the land. because 
they are not readily available down there 
and are quite expensive. To account for 
these deficiences there is) much supple- 
mental feeding. the principal form of 
which is) skimmed milk. Practically 
every Thoroughbred in Brazil. | was told. 
is given milk daily. whether on the farm 
or in training at one of the race courses, 
The larger farms maintain herds of cows 
Whose main function is to supply milk 
for the horses. 


The pastures. at the time | saw them. 
early August. had been without) rain 
about three months (in one case. only 
two months). but they still furnished 


good grazing. The dry season was ap- 
proaching its end. and it) was easy to 
visualize how lush the growth would be 
when the rains began. Mowers would 
be necessary to keep the fields from  be- 
coming small-scale jungles. 

Three kinds of grasses predominate, 
ranging from very coarse to moderately 
fine: the horses prefer the fine variety. 
There are no clovers in the pastures. and 
when | mentioned the natural partner- 
ship between white clover and = grass. | 
sometimes received a blank look  (indi- 
cating they had never heard of white 
clover) and sometimes was informed it 
wouldnt grow there. Alfalfa. however. 
is used extensively. in addition to grains. 

All the horses are brought into the 
stables at night. If left) outside they 
would be preyed upon occasionally by 
vampire bats. 

L was told that much of the best land 
in Brazil is in the far southern states of 
Rie Grande do Sul and Parana. Many 
racers come from there. including the re- 
mount-bred stock. which are frequent 
winners. But the country is so vast. and 
the distances so great. that most of the 
more important farms are located) within 
a few hours of Rio de Janeiro or Sao 
Paulo. the principal racing centers. Even 
so. they are so far apart that there is 
very. litthe exchange among them: each 
haras must maintain its own stallions. 

However. as the breeders of different 
countries are becoming — increasingly 
aware. there is no specified set of “per- 
feet” conditions necessary for raising a 
good race horse. Brazil) the good 
ones have to be raised in what some of 
us would call the hard way. but they are 
there. The best are very good, well 
grown, tall. strong. big barreled. muscu- 
lar. and sound of bone. On the average 

if one may speak of averages where 
there is se much inherent difference 
among individuals--they appeared to me 
taller. heavier. and more muscular than 
our own best) runners, with somewhat 


less refinement and perhaps more dura- 
bility. 
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At the entrance to the social tribune 
at the beautiful Gavea course in’ Rio 
stands a life-size statue of the famous 
French sire Dollar. which. through Tour- 
billon and his sons. represents the strong- 
est branch of the Herod male line today. 
This is a clue to what is still a common 
feeling among Brazilian breeders. They 
distrust’ their native-bred champions for 
breeding stock. and continually turn. to 
England and France for new mares and 
stallions. At two or three farms | peeped 
into the stalls of some of the best runners 
bred in) Brazil and. upon questioning, 
discovered that they had been to 
only a few mares. mostly poor ones at 
that. 

This notion that the grass is greener on 
the other side is. of course. not peculiar 
to Brazil. but runs through many coun- 
tries. It simply suggests that the best 
Brazilian-bred horses such as Albatroz. 
Heliaco. Goyo. Bambino. ete.. probably 
would have better opportunities and thus 
be more successful if they were exported, 

The first important breeder risk 
some of his best mares with a native-bred 
horse was Linneu de Paulo Machado. in 
the case of Santarem. a son of the Ken- 
tucky-bred Novelty. son of Kingston. son 
of Spendthrift.

The continuous recently acceler- 
ated) importations have provided Brazil 
with an impressive diversity of excellent 
blood. and it appears very likely that its 
future production will) include a larger 
percentage of the best horses bred in 
South America. The comparatively new 
Guanabara Stud of the Seabra brothers, 
for instance. has an array of broodmares 
whose pedigrees would look very good 
anywhere in the world. and recently the 
Seabras added the top-class English racer 
Roval Forest) (Bois Roussel—-Tudor Maid,

Like most other countries, Brazil finds 
it almost impossible to purchase in the 
United States breeding stock comparable 
to that which can be obtained in Europe, 
since dollars are difficult to come by. 
The only recent importations from the 
States were made by Dr. A. J. Peixoto 
de Casro; in the excellent’ pastures of 
his Mondesir Stud [| saw several of the 
mares he bought here a few years ago, 
In a later article | hope to present a 
few details concerning the Brazilian studs 
I was able to visit: Guanabara, Mondesir.

STUD BOOK. The Jockey Club Bra- 
sileiro, which presides over the stud book 
as well as racing, is an organization quite 
different from the Jockey Club which 
controls the stud book in the States. It 
has about four thousand members, a 
dozen of whom are chosen as directors 
of racing, and another group as the com- 
mission in charge of the stud book. Os- 
waldo Aranha, a breeder of race horses 
and a former president of the United 
Nations, is one of the commission in 
charge of racing. President of the Jockey 
Club Brasileiro is Dr. Joao Borges, Jr., 
a distinguished figure in the social and 
business life of Rio. The secretary is 
Gustavo Philadelpho Azevedo, a hustling 
young lawyer from a distinguished family. 
These are non-paying jobs, but they take 
a great deal of time. 

The Jockey Club owns a building in 
Avenida Rio Branco, which is the main 
street of the business section of Rio. 
The building, which serves as a club as 
well as an administrative office, is an 
excellent one, but the Jockey Club is 
thinking of replacing it with a new one. 

The registration of Thoroughbreds is 
much the same as in other countries, of 
course, but there will be few countries in 
which it is handled more thoroughly. 
Together with the co-operating office of 
the Jockey Club at Sao Paulo, it watches 
over breeding and registration with more 
attention to detail than has been con- 
sidered possible in the United States. 

Whenever a mare is bred to a stallion, 
a certification of the cover must be sent 
to the Jockey Club. Several veterinar- 
ians are employed to go to the farms and 
inspect the foals and other stock, to veri- 
fy the reports sent in by breeders, and 
to check for errors. The rules require 
annual reports on mares until their death, 
whether they had foals or not, so that a 
complete record may be maintained. 
Changes of ownership or condition must 
be reported. For instance, when a horse 
or mare goes from the track to the stud, 
a declaration to that effect is filed with

The rule book also provides, among 
other things, that a horse may be official- 
ly registered as a Thoroughbred when its 
ancestry is 127/128 registered Thorough- 
bred. Under this rule, if a so-called cold- 
blooded mare (that is, a mare not regis- 
tered as a Thoroughbred) appears in 
the sixth generation of a pedigree, the 
horse cannot be called purebred. But 
if the “cold” cross occurs in the seventh 
generation, then the pedigree is accept- 
able as Thoroughbred. 

This provision, which is little used, 
would horrify the keepers of some stud 
books—those who insist that nothing is 
pure unless it is “pure” (that is, regis- 
tered or recorded) in all its ancestry. 
Nevertheless, it appears to me that the 
Brazilians have been eminently sensible 
in leaving the gates ajar, however slight- 
ly. Thus they are not likely to become 
entangled in an impossible situation such 
as plagued the British and French stud 
books for years. Under a rule of this 
sort the General Stud Book in England 
eventually would be able to admit to full 
standing as Thoroughbreds the several 
excellent Irish families which have 


pro- 
duced many good runners. 
An unusual provision is that geldings 


may not be registered at all. 
In Brazil the traveler may be confused 


for a few minutes before he gets his 
colors straight. Grays are gray (or 


roan), and chestnuts are chestnut. But 
after that everything is simply castanho. 
A light bay. a dark bay, a brown, and a 
black—they are all castanho, a word 
which, to add to the confusion, means 
chestnut.

Noth- 
ing is more exasperating or causes harder 
feelings than for the management to 
hand you a condition book just a few 
days before the race meeting opens, and 
not until that date do any of the horse- 
men know what the purse distribution is 
going to be or how it is going to be. 
Certainly, the HPBA will, at all times, 


co-operate with track management in 
trying to completely eliminate any 


strikes or threats of strikes: all they ask 
is that track management lay their cards 
on the table

Saratoga’s Elixir: No Dice; 


Lord Derby’s Little Jest 


New YORK 

It is a bit late to be going over the 
final returns from Saratoga, and some of 
this is to repeat earlier observations, but it 
is done on the basis that repetition, while 
usually dull, is usually also convincing. 
The from which start are 
these: With 24 days of racing in both 
1949 and 1950, at the same position in 
the New York schedule, with the same 
association policy and as nearly the same 
quality of racing as any two seasons can 
offer, Saratoga this year drew 1.561 more 
persons and $842.429 more betting. —Di- 
vide the one into the other and you get. 
in round figures, $540. 

Now you may. if you like, assume that 
1.561 new persons came to Saratoga for 
one day and bet $540 each, at a meeting 
whose per capita betting average was $53. 
But there are elements of improbability to 
this. Certainly money is no looser this 
year than it was last. and no rise in av- 
erage per-capita betting was observed in 
downstate racing. 

There is a rule in logic that, if a dif- 
ferent effect is produced, and if there is 
only one new factor added to the causes 
producing that effect. then the new factor 
must be responsible for the difference. 
The comparison of two racing seasons is 
never quite that simple, but there was one 
obviously new factor in 1950: Last year 
gambling was widely tolerated in’ and 
around Saratoga; this year, though some 
gambling existed, it was furtive and oc- 
casional, and the number of people af- 
fected by it was sensibly reduced.

Now it had been argued, year after 
year, that without gambling people would 
not go to Saratoga in such numbers. and 
the argument was repeated so insistently 
that the racing association itself came to 
believe it, and its officers could be de- 
tected. in) July. inquiring into such cor- 
ners as they could, to find out if “the 
green light was on.” Usually it was, and 
they retired, happy. Then this year it 
wasn’t, and Saratoga had a better season. 
The increase in attendance was negligible 
—65 persons a day—and was easily ex- 
plained by the considerably cooler and 
more pleasant weather. The increase in 
betting amounted, in revenue to the track, 
to about $42,000. which can’t be explain- 
ed. in this corner, by anything except that 
illegal channels for betting 


were very 


largely closed. 


It is consequently very easy to see 
where the original argument that open 
gambling at Saratoga was a help to the 
race meeting got its start. It came, quite 
obviously, from the groups who stood to 
profit by open gambling, and was design- 
ed to forestall

The Proposed Veterinary College 


Dear Boss: 


We now have completed the examina- 
tion of all of our own mares for the recent 
In looking over our re- 
sults we find that during the season we 
have a total of 44 mares that have been ex- 
amined, and 37 are in foal. This does not 
include two or three outside mares which 
left the farm too early to be examined by 
our veterinarian. 


breeding season. 


In summary, this gives us for the mares 
still here slightly better than 84 per cent 
pregnancy, a figure which I believe well 
bears out my oft-stated contention that 
teasing alone is at best a careful guess. 
The use of the speculum by our veterinar- 


ian unquestionably accounted for a num- 
ber of these pregnancies. It is an interest- 


ing observation, in passing. that mares of 
certain families seem to be more difficult 
to tell much about at the teasing bar, and 
it is here in particular that the speculum 
becomes almost indispensable. recall 
one or two mares in particular this past 
season, which with the previous records of 
their estrus cycles to tip us off. were bred 
exclusively on the basis of examination by 
speculum. 

The few mares now barren will shortly 
be examined by our veterinarian for the 
presence of any organic or physical con- 
dition which might possibly account for 
their barrenness. Having this information 
we will shortly begin any treatment neces- 
sary on them preparation for 
breeding season.

This has proved to be a very good year 
for legumes in general in Kentucky. and 
the lespedeza sowed lightly through our 
pastures is now paying a nice dividend. 
Lespedeza must be carefully controlled. 
but where this is done it supplements blue 
grass very well, particularly during the 


dry season which we so frequently have 
during the latter part of the summer here. 


VET SCHOOL. As you may have heard, 
there has been a good deal of discussion 
locally regarding the establishment of a 
College of Veterinary Medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky here at Lexington. 
As this is a question of considerable im- 
portance to the horsemen of Kentucky. 
and one upon which I feel very strongly. 
T have taken the trouble to privately inves- 
tigate the subject a bit. As more and 
more inquiries were made. it became. in- 
creasingly clear that the University of 
Kentucky’s present policy of confining its 
activities to research on animal diseases 
in preference to attempts to establish a 
teaching institute in the field of veter- 
inary medicine is quite sound. Any devi- 
ation from it would be almost foolhardy. 


As T know you will be interested in the 
information we have obtained. T will take 
the time to detail a number of the argu- 
ments and facts here: 

First. T believe it is generally recognized 
that the Animal Pathology Department at 
the University has within the period of 
the last decade or two uncovered more in- 
formation through original research into 
the diseases of the horse and their control 
and treatment than anv other institution 
in the United States. This was done with 
verv limited resources and comparatively 
small funds for salaries and other items. 

Part of this is very probably the result 
of the large concentration of horses in the 
area. together with the excellent co-oper- 
ation received from the local practicing 
and the horsemen them- 
But it is also the result of the 
fine efforts made hv 


veterinarians 
selves, 


very the research 


men Kentucky has been able to hire for 


this task. An unfortunate development 
that might be pointed out here is that 
these very men, after being recognized for 
their ability, have been hired away from 
us by other states having more adequate 
funds for such purposes. 

Second, it is also generally recognized 
that the blue grass region is very fortu- 
nate in having the services of a number 
of the most experienced and highly trained 
veterinary practitioners among all those 
These 
men who have seen fit to specialize in 
horse practice are a great asset to the 
horsemen, because just as in any other 
field, specialization brings more thorough 
and detailed knowledge of a subject. It 
might be noted also that Fayette County 
has a larger number of veterinarians, pos- 
sibly because of the horse population, 
than any county in the State. 

With this background of present condi- 
tions in mind, we come up to a new situa- 
tion: It was first generally rumored that 
horse interests have been agitating for the 
establishment of a college of veterinary 
medicine here in Lexington. And then we 
heard that this has been backed up with 
an offer of two to three hundred thousand 
dollars for the establishment of the col- 
lege. The latter rumor, of course. quickly 
Con- 
sequently we have investigated a little the 
other side of the picture. 

We first looked into the cost of starting 
a College of Veterinary Medicine. We 
were told that the new veterinary college 
at Davis. Calif.. now two vears old and 
just going into clinies with its first class 
of juniors this fall. cost $414 million for 
the buildings alone. plus another million 
for essential equipment. Illinois. another 
new school that has just been started, 


who specialize in equine practice. 


forced the issue out into the open. 


| 
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accumulated originally, we understand, 
something between $2 and $3 million for 
the construction of the plant. and then 
had to stop construction until more funds 
could be obtained. Lf it is to be assumed 
that the horsemen wish a first-class school, 
and no other kind would be of any value 
to Kentucky or the nation, they may as 
well start thinking in the millions instead 
of the thousands. 

All of this, mind you, is for the build- 
ings alone. But the most important part 
of any school are the men in it. You see, 
in order for a school to operate as an ac- 
credited institution (and this is the only 
kind whose graduates can even apply for 
an examination for a license to practice in 
the individual states) it must have at least 
16 head teachers, men who at least have 
their doctorates and in most cases other 
minor degrees, together with one or two, 
or more, assistants each. There also are 
certain minimum requirements for clinic 
cages, housing facilities, laboratory equip- 
ment, ete, 

It is to be remembered that the gradu- 
ating veterinarian, in most instances, is re- 
quired to attend six years of college be- 
fore obtaining his D.V.M., just as a phy- 
sician must before obtaining his M.D. 

We can get some idea of the cost of 
operation of a veterinary college from a 
remark dropped by one of our veterinary 
friends recently. He recalled hearing the 
vice president of one of the largest edu- 
cational institutions in the United States 
say in a public address three or four years 
ago that their veterinary college was the 
most expensive per student of any division 
on the campus, including the medical 
school, and that each student cost the 
state approximately $9.000 over and above 
all fees paid by the student. So if we are 
to contemplate a teaching institution, we 
must think in terms of millions, not in 
thousands, and the horsemen must not 
forget that a veterinary college, supported 
to any degree by any state, will be of ne- 
cessity so organized that the major em- 
phasis will be placed on the care and 
treatment of our meat-producing animals, 
not the Thoroughbred horse alone. 


It would seem from listening to a num- 
ber of those advocating a veterinary school 
that they are laboring under the impres- 
sion that a school located in the horse 
center would of necessity turn out equine 
practitioners and not much else. more 
highly skilled in treatment of diseases of 
the horse than the average young gradu- 
ate. From what I can learn, in so think- 
ing they do our present veterinary col- 
leges a great injustice. since a little sober 
thought, backed up by inquiries. would 
reveal that our present colleges of veter- 
inary medicine already do their utmost to 
teach their young graduates all that can 
be possibly known about diseases of the 
horse, as well as diseases of other domes- 
tic animals. 


The crux of the whole matter is that 
while the horse was the original species 
on which major study was concentrated in 
our veterinary colleges, and consequently 
a great deal is known about the diseases 
of the horse, nevertheless the basic point 
is that in the early part of this century 
when research, such as we know it today, 
just became of age, the gasoline engine 
forced the horse as a species to the back- 
ground. While some brilliant research 


has done on this species, it can not

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compare with the rapid strides that have 
been made and the exhaustive study that 


has been expended on such animals as 
the chicken and the cow. This does not 
mean that our horse veterinarians are 
passe. Actually due to the value of the 
individual animals involved, thus ena- 
bling some of our best practitioners to spe- 
cialize in this species, we are fortunate in 
having men of the highest caliber for our 
Thoroughbreds. This change in equine 
population means, instead, that these 
equine practitioners should have special 
help in the form of research in their field. 
They have all too often been required, 
with few exceptions, such as in our own 
animal pathology department, to carry the 
burden of study as well as practice almost 
alone. 

As an argument for a veterinary school 
in Kentucky, some persons have cited the 
small number of veterinarians in certain 
of our counties. The fact that some coun- 
ties in many surrounding states have a 
number of veterinarians, whereas some 
counties in Kentucky may have one or 
none, is solely a problem in economics. 
Veterinarians from other sections, trained 
at the expense of other states, are just as 
free, provided that they are properly 
qualified and trained, to practice in Ken- 
tucky as in the state where trained. By 
the same token, men trained in Kentucky 
at her expense would be equally free, if 
properly trained, to go to other states 
having a higher animal population per 
square mile than some of our counties, 
and probably might be well advised to do 
so. if they are to make a living. 

Thus by way of summary in looking 
over our armament of facts, I for one 
am forced to the definite conclusion that 
what Kentucky needs is more money, yes, 
but for further research into the pathology 
of the horse in order that our veterinar- 
ians may take up where the old horse 
doctor left off. We do not need a second- 
or a third-rate veterinary school to grind 
out simply larger numbers of veterinar- 
ians who might well lower instead of 
raise Kentucky’s standards in the science 
of treating the horse. Regards, L. H.

Farm, Lexington, on May 20, 1947. She was bred 
and owned by Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Brook- 
meade Stable, and is her dam’s only foal of racing 
age. The filly raced for the first time at Aqueduct 
in September, 1949, and finished fifth in a nine- 
horse field.

At the second annual auction of Thor- 
oughbred horses conducted by the co-op- 
erative Rocky Mountain Thoroughbred 
Sales Co.. Inc... on August 28, 68 horses 
sold for $25.545. average $376. 

In the group were 14 yearlings which 
brought $2.600, average $186. Eleven year- 
ling colts brought $2.375,. average $216. 
and three yearling fillies brought $225 
average $75. The sale was held in the 
paddock of Centennial Park, the new race 
track, at Littleton, Colo.. near Denver. 

Prices of the yearlings ranged from $45 
to $525. The high-priced individual was 
a brown colt by Granville—Thorn Reel, by 
Firethorn, which F. H. Lackey sold to IL. 
Handelman, of Sterling, Colo. 

Top price of the entire auction was 
$5,750, which Dewey Mann and Tom 
Cooper paid for the 2-year-old filly Abbey 
Chimes, by *King’s Abbey—Crazy Daisy, 
by Jean Bart. She was consigned by the 
Colorado Stable, in which Mr. Mann is a 
partner. The filly holds the track records 
at Centennial Park for 5 and 5% furlongs, 
and was to be a starter in the Colorado 
Futurity of September 2, From the high 
of $5,750. prices ranged downward to $15. 

The 22-year-old. stallion St. Brideaux 
was sold by H. H. Mundy for $25. The 16- 
year-old stallion Harvesting brought $50.
